THE THROCKMORTON COURT. 


On Saturday, Jan. 9, the trial terminated. In his 
argument for the accused Mr. Frederic R. Coudert 
said: “Thereis an explanation develoned by the 
evidence which cannot be laid aside or ignored. We 
have the «ey to the otherwiee inexplicable attempt 
to ruin a brave and loyal officer’s credit. We know 
why and how i! was conceived and execnted. Major 
Tbrockmorton’s own brethren wanted him removed 
and degraded. For this purpose they continued to 
play the part of small detectives, and, forgetting 
what wes due to themselves and their cloth, careless 
of the tenderness due their brother in arms, they 
sought for offences, instigated charges, gossipped, 
talked scandal, aroused the press, stimulated public 
opinion, poisoned innocent acts so that they were 
bloated into seandalous wrongs and then, their 
dragvet being full, presented the result of their un- 
wholesome explorations to the autborities. There is 
an atmosphere about this part of the case which 
may well come home to every honorable wearer of 
the United Statea blue cloth. Who is safe if this 
espionage and malice may have full scope and pro- 
duce euch results?”’ 

Mr. Lewis of the defence ably defended the check 
transactions as void of all attempts to defraud, and 
aeserted thai if the case had been tried in the civil 
courts it would never have reached a jury. Care- 
leesness and ignorance of business affairs were, he 
contended, Major Throckmorton’s gravest crimes. 
He admitted on behalf of his client that he had 
broken the Army regulation. “If you find him 
guilty of a techuical violation of the Army regu- 
lations, in God’s name hasn’t he been punished 
enough ?” he asked, 

Col. Barr. for tbe prosecution, responded temper- 
ately, making special reference to the two contu- 
Macious witnesses. 

On Monday a verdict was reached, the proceed- 
ings were signed, and are now iu the hands of the 
Judge-Advocate General of the Army for revision

REORGANIZATION OF THE INFANTRY OR 
REDUCTION—WHICH? 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


“INFANTRY,” in the JOURNAL of Jan. 2, 1892, bas 
sounded the alarm at the proper time. There should 
be but one tactical organization for all three arm 
of the Service—unles-, perhaps, the garrison (heavy) 
artillery is made acorps. There should be no du 
crimipations. Every discrimination so far has been 
against theinfantry. Every infantry officer who « 
interested in the efficiency of bis own arm, and all 
officers who are interested in the efficiency of the 
Army will oppose the reorganization scheme of 
Senator Proctor, as expressed in Senate bill 81 
Those who areto be personally benefited by that 
bill, and who are thinkirg only of their own pro- 
motion and not the efficiency of the Army will at 
vocate the passage of the bill. 

The bill named—if it should become a law—vwil 
amount to a reduction of the infantry arm, api, 
witb the exception of an additional major, will & 
po more of a three-battalion organization than th 
present one. It does not appear to be necessary W 
authorize the President in time of war to increa# 
the number of officers to a regiment, for that woull 
probably be done anyhow very promptly, by act d 
Congress. Senator Proctor in his bill to reorgaom 
the artillery does not propose to reduce the pumbé 
of officers in the artillery arm, and does not offé 
any bill to change the cavalry at all. An outabl 
out reduction would be better for the infantry 
probably, than the pretence of a three-bat 
organization provided for in Senate bill 881. pa 
mucb as the infantry seems to have no friends 
court, 1t would be better, perhaps, to let it alone, 
to disband it altogether; and let the authoril 
tinker with the staff corps for awhile. Senaté 
Manderson’s “three-battalion bill” is the best 
have; and if Senator Proctor really wishes for é 
ciency that is the bill he had best advocate for t 
infantry—and the artillery bill of last year for 
artillery. The infantry only ask for thesame orgat 
ization as the artillery and cavalry. ‘ 

Senate bill No. 1038 1s good, in so far as it pro 
for the transfer of Regular officers to the volunté 
in time of war. But that part which provides tf 
“the President may reduce the number of com 
panies in a regiment to such a number as calh 
fully officered by the number of officers usually 
duty with the regiment,” ought never to become?

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Reak ADMIRAL CHRISTOPHER RAYMOND PERRY 
Ropers, U. 8. N., whose%serious illness we report- 
ed last week, died at Washington, D. C., Jan. 8, aged 
seventy-two. There were with him atthe time of 
pis death his sons, Capt. A. Rodgers, 4th U. 8. Cav.» 
and Lieut. T. §S. Rodgers, U. 8. N.; his daughter’ 
Mrs. Neilson, and bis daughter-in-law, the wife of 
Capt. Rodgers. Admiral Rodgers was the son of 
Commo. G. W. Rodgers. He was appointed a mid- 
shipman in 1833, when scarcely fourteen years of 
age, and from that time forward his career was 
most distinguished. Few men, writes one who knew 
him well, have left a record more brilliant, one 
more to be envied, than the nephew of Oliver Haz- 
ard Perry; and few men have contributed a greater 
sbare to the glory of the Navyof the U.S. Next to 
Farragut, Rear Admiral Rodgers held a name in the 
Navy cherished and beloved to a degree only excel- 
led, perbaps, by the great flag officer himself. To 
the Navy of to-day he is known more especially as 
an officer holding high rank, yet one always ap- 
proachable and thoroughly in touch with the needs, 
the ambitions, and the welfare of not only his 
juniors, but the enlisted men of the fleet. He was 
engaged in the Mexican war, and when thecivil war 
broke out, then a commander, he was assigned to 
the command of the Wabash, and it has passed into 
history, how under the eyes of Admiral Dupont, he 
fougbt his vessel at Port Royal. Dupont, in his of- 
ficial report of that engagement, said: “On this as 
on all other occasions I had invaluable assistance 
from the Fleet Capt. C. R. P. Rodgers, who was 
with me in the pilot house directing the movements 
ofthe squadron. For now over 18 months in this 
war this officer bas been afloat with me, and in my 
opinion no language could overstate his services to 
his country, to this fleet, and to myself asits com- 
mander-in-chief.”’ 

He attained the grade of rear admiral in 1874, was 
retired Nov. 14, 1881, and now passes away full of 
years and full of honor. The remains were interred 
at Annapolis, Jao. 11, the arrangements being in 
charge of Lieut. Ingersoll. The full corps of cadets 
and marines at the Naval Academy met the body 
at the depot and escorted it to the Naval Cemetery: 
where it was buried with naval honors, 

The officers detailed as pallbearers from the 
Academy were Pay Director Fulton, Chief Engineer 
Fitch, Medical Inspector Kidder, Commander Craig, 
Lieutenant-Commander Gillpatrick, Lieutenant- 
Commander Knox, Prof. Oliver and Prof. Terry. 

At the preliminary services in Washington Gen- 
eral Schofield, Admirals Worden, Franklin and 
Howell, General Parker, Judge Wagner, Pay Di- 
rector Watmough and Bancroft Davis were the 
palitearers, Judge John Davis, Mr. Sevellon Brown, 
Mr. A. C. Tyler, and Lieutenants Cowles, Mason and 
Buckingham the ushers. 

CapTaIn Rospert F. Braprorp, U.S. Navy, was 
found dead in his bed at Portsmouth, N. H., Janu- 
ary 9, 1892. The immediate cause of death is be- 
lieved to have been heart failure. He had for some 
time past been waiting orders at Portsmouth since 
his relief as commandant of the neighboring Navy- 
yard. He wasa native of,Massachusetts, and joined 
the Navy in 1852. At the commencement of the War 
he had attained the grade of Lieutenant, and in 
1862 was promoted Lieutenant Commander. During 
the War he rendered gallant and efficient service 
with the North Atlantic and the East Gulf blockad- 
ing squadrons. In 1870 he was promoted Comman- 
der, and in 1881 Captain. In every position he filled, 
at sea and op shore, he proved himself a valuable 
officer. A friend writes: “ Captain Bradford en- 
tered upon his professional life with much zeal and 
energy, and rapidly rose to a commanding position 
therein. He was a thorough disciplinarian on ship- 
board, and decisive in word and act. In social cir- 
cles he was a favorite, and combined geniality, hos- 
pitality and sociability in happy measure- 
The dead officer leaves an estimable widow, 
five daughters and three sons, all the children re- 
siding at home except Frederick W., who is a resi- 
dent of Washington State, and Robert F., of St- 
Louis.” 

THE late General John I. Gregg, U. S, A., whose 
death we briefly announced last week, had a most 
honorable record of service. He was born in Bel- 
lefonte, Pa., in 1826, and served in the 2d Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers in the Mexican war; was appoint- 
ed Ist lieutenant of infantry, U. 8. Army, in Febru- 
ary, 1817; assigned to the 11th Infantry and was dis- 
banded in September, 1847. In 1861 he was appointed 
captain, 6th UO. 8. Cavalry; served with distinction 
during the war, mostly as colonel of the 16th Penn- 
sylvania Cavairy, and in the reorganization of the 
Army in 1866 was appointed colonel of the 8th U. 8. 
Cavairy. For his gallantry in many engagements 
during the war he received brevets from major to 
brig.-general in the Regular Army and of brigadier 
and major-general in the volunteer service. He was 
retired from active service April 2, 1879, 





GENERAL JAMEs 8. Brissry, colonel, Ist U. 8S. Cav- 
alry,a gallant and distinguished officer, died, Jan. 
14, at the Hotel Lafayette, Philadelphia. He had 
gone to that city from Red Wing, Minn., for con- 
sultation with a physician. We reserve an account 
of the military career of the deceased officer until 
next week.

THE GALLOPING SIXTH. 
(Frederick Remington in Harper’s Weekly.) 

I oxce knew a man whose judgment had been 
softened by years and experience, who said that 
“the two most desirable position in the world are 
the editorsbip of a great metropolitan newspaper 
and the coloneley of a cavalry regiment.” I can 
only partially imagine what the editor thinks about 
or what his troubles and cares may be, and I had 
always supposed that a colonel of cavalry went 
around in a state of mind wherein the romantic 
dash avd whirl of a thousand moving horses passed 
in cyclorama before his appreciative senses. have 
discovered that to be precisely the idea that never 
enters his head. I was a guest of Gen. Carr. the 
colonel commanding the “Galloping Sixth” Regi- 
ment of the United States Cavalry, at its camp on 
tbe Cheyenne River, and [ assure you that he 
thought of nothing but “ bacon and forage.” No 
tramp of steeled hoofs, no floating guidons, no gal- 
jant men or plumes or flashing sabres; nothing but 
“bacon and forage.” 

In the quiet of the night there was a stir in the 
great headquarters tent. Orderlies ran to awaken 
a half dozen officers, They came in hot haste. I[ 
was somewhat startled by these precipitous pro- 
ceedings. Visions of enemy and the clash of arms 
played through my fancy. 

“You will report immediately how many days’ 
rations of bacon there are at our disposal,” said the 
colonel; whereupon he returned to his couch. 
=Off ran the officers, and commissary sergeants by 
the dozen were lugged out of their blankets. A wild 
scurrying, a flashing of lanterns, a hust of men tumb- 
ling over packages inthe dark. After an elaborate 
investigation the colonel was awakened, and report 
made that there were “so many pounds of bacon, 
sir ?”’ wLereat quiet was allowed to resume its sway. 

Being somewhat amused at this un wonted interest 
in bacon, [I provoked an explanation in the morn- 
ing from the colonel. 

“ Sir, the most important things about a cavalry 
regiment are the stomachs of the men and horses.” 

The fighting isa mere detail, but the bacon and 
forage weigh with crushing force on the mind of 
the commander. It is thus demonstrated that the 
edicor is the more enviable person, and yet there 
are minor reasons why one should still desire to bea 
colonel of cavalry. 


Poor Czar of All the Russias! he isa citizen of a 
republic compared to the autocrat of the cavalry 
camp. A thousand horses stand on the picket line 
ready to gallop at his wish; a thousand gullant little 
men become deathly rigid at bis approach; even the 
mules tied at the tail-boards of the wagons dare 
hardly wiggle their stampy tails without an order 
from the commanding officer. One might suppose 
tbat this environment might produce a peculiar 
man in the person of the colonel, and it does. It is 
not at the first meeting that one can separate the 
pbysiology of the colonel and the men. From al- 
were being the hub of the wheel, the colonel rather 
makes a citizen feel as though be ought to get in 
among the spokes and revolve in his turn. 

Next in importance in the little military village is 
the adjutant. Heis generally a prefunctory indi- 
vidual, with a greater interest in having things run 
smoothly than anyone else, since he must first feel 
the colooel’s displeasure. A visitor should establish 
relations with the adjutant, and thenif he bappens 
to trapsgress the proprieties of the camp, it is within 
the power of the adjutant to dull the sharpness of 
the thorns in the bed be must lieon. .... 

This soldier man’s relations with his comrades are 
peculiar. There eeems to be no suggestion of domes- 
tie bliss, and yet beyond frequent reminders that 
the one addressed is held in abject contempt by the 
speaker, they seem to worry aiong. They come to 
know each other very intimately, and the bright 
vermilion bue of the English which they exchange 
passes unheeded as the winds, while to the uniniti- 
ated the awful directness of the sentence a soldier 
uses when be requests bis comrade to “move along 
a little” fairly cnills you. 

Now, the lieutenant, when he requires anything, 
will send “ his compliments and the reques:,”’ but 
—— the first sergeant spea'ts hell yawns for the 
heed less.

If it is not su- 
thorized then, in the course of a year a comm ry officer 
ought to be considerably short of flour. If i- is authorized 
a | not issued, then where does this flour go? Ans.—G. 0. 
96, of 1886, provides that flour issued to men allowed to mess 
separate from their companies shall not be turned in to the 
post bakery if they prefer the ration of flour to the ration 
of bread issued by the baker. If, however, such men elect 
to draw the brea! from bakery, they are not in that case en- 
titled to the two ounces of flour per ration issued as flour. 
Tbat provision was made for a company, the flour to be re- 
tained in the company kitcben. Tbe commussary officer 
would not be short, but the companies among which the 
bakery savings are distributed would be the losers, for if 
the flour is not issued it rightfully becomes a part of the 
bakery savings.

V. ReorvitTixG Returyss.— Every enlistment and 
re-eplistment must be accounted for on the recruit- 
ing return for the month during which the enlist- 
ment is made, and to this end the monthly returns 
of the recruiting service (Form Nos, 30, 31, and 
A. G. O.) should not be rendered to the Adjutant- 
General's Office until each recruiting officer has 
made full reports to his superintendent. To avoid 
unnecessary delay in rendering these monthly re- 
turns recruiting officers should be required to 
promptly report to their superintendent, not later 
than the first day of each montb, all enlistments 
made by them during the preceding month. If for 
any cause an enlistment is not reported to a super- 
intendent until after he has rendered bis return for 
the month to which it pertains, such enlistment 
should be at once reported to the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s Office on a supplementary return for the pro- 
per month.—[General Decision, 22440 A. G. O., 1891.] 

VI. AGE LIMITS OF REORUITS.—In construing the 
meaning and intent of General Orders, No. 87, of 
1291, from tbis office, in so far as regards the mini- 
mum and maximum age limits of recruits, therein 
fixed, the attention of recruiting officers is invited 
to the following summary of decivions from the 
Adjutant-General’s Office regarding age qualifica- 
tions: 

“Under the law any male person between the ages 
of 16 and 35 could be enlisted, if possessing otber re- 
quisite qualifications; but the Department, by re- 
gulation, fixes the maximum limit for enlistment at 
30 years, so under the jaw and Regulations, boys be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 18 may be enlisted, but here 
the Department, exercisivg its discretion under the 
Jaw, bas for years interposed restrictions to govern 
in this matter, and forbidden the enlistment of 
boys between these ages, except as musicians. (See 
Circular No. 10, A. G. O., 1888—Field Musicians.) 
Again, as men below the age ot 21 are fitted for sol- 
diers only when their physical development is excep- 
tionally good, tbe Department bas oisccuntenanced 
the eviisiment of minors, and the posters for gen- 
eral use invite applications only from persons over 
thatage. But to enable recruiting officers to reply 
to inquiries that might come to them from persons 
below that age, the recruiting circular indicates the 
class of cases of men, between the ages of 18 and 21, 
in which the recruiting officer can exercise a wise 
discretion.” 

The memoranda which accompanied General 
Oraders, No. 87, instructing recruiting officers to note 
the change ia the age limit on all recruiing posters, 
circulars, etc., aistributea by them, bad reference 
to the mazimum limit fixed in the order, 

In appiicauions to advertiee for recruits, ages will 
be stated as between 21 and 80 for the general ser= 
vice; but as special regimental recruiting officers 
vouaucting temporary rendezvous seek recruits in 
the immediate vioiity of their hou es, such officers 
may make application to advertise for recruits be 
tween the ages of 18 80 when the regimental 
commander so desires.—{ Nectston, Dee.

It is with deep regret that the War Department announces 
to the Army and the country the death of Montgomery C. 
Meigs, late Quartermaster-Genera! and brevet maj r-gen- 
eral U.S. Army, which occurred this morning at bis resi- 
dence in this city. 

Moptgomery Cunningham Meigs was born at Augusta, 
Georgia, May 3,1316. He entered the U. 8. Military Acad- 
emy July 1, 1832,and graduated July 1, 1836. He was pro- 
moted 2d heutenant, Ist Artillery ; transterred to the Corps 
of Engineers August 1, 1837, to date from Julv 1, 1836: pro- 
moted Ist lieutenant July 7, 1838, and captain Marcb 3, 1853. 
He was engaged in the building of Fort Delaware, in the 
improvements of the harbor of the Delaware River and 
Bay, end in various other works along the Atlantic coast 
until 1841, when be became superintending engineer of the 
construction of Forts Wayne, Porter, Niugara, Ontario and 
Montgomery. He had charge of harbor improvements in 
Delaware Bay and on the New Jersey coast, the Washington 
Aqueduct, and superintended tve building of the new wings 
and dome of the national Capitol extension, the extension 
of the General Post Office, and the completion of Fort Madi- 
son, Maryland. 

He was appointed colonel llth U.S. Infantry May 14, 1861, 
and on May 15, 1861, was appointed Quartermaster.Gene: al 

. 8 Army, with the rank of brigadier-general, which posi- 
tion be beid to February 6, 1882, upon which date he was re- 
tired. He was brevetted majur-general U.S. Army July 5, 
1864, for distinguished and meritorious services. 

During the war be was engaged in equipping and supply- 
ing the armies in the field from May 15, 1861, to August 12, 
1866, and was present at several of the important baities of 
the war. 

Sinee the war be has performed various important duties, 
He visited Europe in 1875 and 1876, on svecial service, to 
study theconstitution and government of European armies. 
He was a member of the commission for the reform and re- 
organization of the Army and for devising a project fora 
new building for the National Museum, and a member of 
the Army Regulation Board. 

Since bis retirement be bas been architect of the building 
for the Pension Bureau, Regent of the Smithsonian Tnstitu- 
tion, and Fellow ot the National Academy of Sciences. 

General Meigs was personally a map of kind and amiable 
cbaracter, of strict probity and sense ot right, and of great 
breadth of intellect. The Army has rarely possessed an 
officer who combined within himself so many and valuabie 
attainments,and who was entrusted by the Government 
with a greater variety of weighty responsibilities, or who 
has proved himself more wortby of confidence. There are 
few whose character and career can be more justly recom- 
mended, or whose lives are more worthy of respect, admir- 
ation, and emuiation.

ON THE RIO GRANDE. 


THERE has been another interesting written re- 
port received by Col. J. Martin, Assistant Adjutant 
General, from Capt. Francis H. Hardie, of the 
31 Cavairy. Tt gives the detail of his operations for 
several days past, without giving dates. He says: 

*“ We started at 3 o'clock in the morning for the 
alleged camp of tne band of revolutionists. We 
could not start sooner, because Capt. Brooks of the 
Texas Rangers had already marched nea‘ly fifty 
miles, and his horses needed rest. Captain John G. 
Bourke and Captain J. O. Mackay of the 3d Cavairy¢ 
accompanied the command as volunteers, and dii 
excellent service. I picked up Troop A on my wuy 
te the rendezvous, and then proceeded to the 
eleven-mile ranch to wait for Sheriff Haynes of 
Zapata County. He did not arrive until two bours 
ieeere which was fatal to a better termination of the 
affair. 

* At8 o’clock we started from the eleven-mile 
ranch with Troop Gand'Troop A, 31 Cav. L euts. 
Beach and Short, and a range popenty of thirteen 
wen, commanded by Capt. Brooks. [n addition tu 
the above, there were with me Sheriff Haynes, Dep- 
uty Marshal Van Riper, Customs Laspector Jack 
Thatcher, our trailer; three Mexican spies, and 
Oapt. Rourke and Mackey. 

“We struck the trail just before sundown, after 
having ridden about fifty-s.x miles through the 
dense chapparal. The trail was cut through the 
chapparel by the bandits with knives. It was just 
at dark, when, strung out in the chapparel, that 
the Mexican bandits sentinels cried our, ‘ ieo 
vival’ and commenced firing. The fire was re- 
turned by our people, and the officers hurried to ges 
the men out in line as best they could. The bandits 
jum and ran in a very few minutes, 

“ It was the opinion of the several officers that we 
could stay in that place for ibe pvighi, then on us. 
We pulled out to the open space and camped, deter- 
mined to go nto the camp of the Garza men in thy 
morning. [felt certain they would give usa 
fight, since Garza bimself was there. We must have 
almost penetrated theircamp. They appeared to 
be greatly excited, shouting, giving ordere, and 
rushing about. 

‘The next morning early we formed askirmish line 
ip the open space, leaving our horses under guard, 
working our way through the brush, expecting 
every moment to have the ball opened. When we 
came upon their camp, whion had been abaadoned, 
it was surrounded by an immense hedge of caapar- 
ral. 

“There were no casualties on our side, and | know 
of none on theirs. We took up one of the trails 
leading out of the chaparral and were led near to 
the Colorado ranch, which we rounded up, and 
found there a wounded bandit by the name of Juan 
Garza. I had the owner of the ranch, a very old 
mau, taken to Fort Riaggold, wbere he cai be used 
as a witness.”

Fort RINGGOLD, TExas, Jan. 9, 1891.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE new British School of Naval Gunnery is to 
be started at Sheerness Aprill, with the gunboats 
Trent and Bustard. 

TueE Journal des Debats states that the central re- 
doubt Italian battleship, built in 1863, has recently 
made a comparative test of coal and petroleum as 
fuel. With the petroleum she made 13 knots an 
hour; with the coal only 9 knots. 

Tue British Admiralty seem to have been parti- 
cularly uofortunate in the gunboats of the Gleaner 
class, this vessel, in common with many others, 
having failed to develop the contract horse-power. 
Intended for 4,500 I. H. P., they bave been accepted 
at 3,500, giving a speed of about 20 knots an hour. 

Tut Shah is now being made ready to go out to 
Bermuda, where she will do duty as a store hulk. It 
is not a little curious that the only British warship 
that has been engaged in a sea fight with a hostile 
vessel during the last three decades should so soon 
terminate her active history in such an inglorious 
role. She will be towed out to Bermuda, leaving 
——— on or about Dec. 20.—Army and Navy 


Tue French torpedo-boat No. 127 (80 tons) fouled 
ber screw with the telegraph cable connecting 
Toulon and Ajaccio, which had been washed up by 
a heavy sea. No. 103 ran on recksand sunk in 23 
ft. of water, and No. 77 has turned keel up near 
L’Orient. Trials of her stability were being car- 
ried too far and the 25 men on board had been in- 
structed to move in a body rapidly from one side to 
the other, so asto impart arolling motion to the 
boat, and this was done so vigorously that at length 
she heeled right over. No lives were lost. 

THE trial of the guns and mounts of the monitor 
Miantonomoh is reported to have been a success. 
The slight defects discovered in the working of the 
machinery are such ascan be easily remedied ; 20 
shots were fired during the trial. The guns wereall 
fired first with the reduced charge of 155 pounds of 
powder, with the valves so set as to allow a recoil of 
about 3linches. As soon as this point was reached, 
the gun was loaded with the intermediate charge of 
206 pounds, which gave a recoil of about 36 inches. 
Finally it was fired with the full charge of 256 pds., 
giving a recoil of about 41 inches. 

H. Y. PowEt1, in a letter to the London Daily 
Chronicle, says: “This ship, which the New York 
Tribune suggests should be presented by England to 
the United States with a view to her appearance at 
the Chicago Exhibition, is not the identical vessel 
which was captured from the Americans in Janu- 
ary, 1815, but is a copy of her, having been built 
upon the same lines some time about the year 1830. 
Owing to her age she is now doubtless unfit to un- 
dertake a voyage across the Atlantic, as stated in 
your leading article of this day ; and besides, evenif 
able to do so, how could she be got overland from 
Quebec or New York to Chicago? The Welland 
Canalis not nearly large enough to admit the pass- 
age of a ship 45 feet wide, and drawing more than 20 
feet of water.”’ 

Tue Army and Navy Gazette says: When refer- 
ring to Mr. Hemje’s paper in the journal of the 
United States Naval Institute, we expressed an

experience teaches us that we are wise in so doing.

REVENUE MARINE SERVICE. 
Capt.L.G.Shepard, Act’g Chief Rev. Marine Division. 


THE British steamer Tregurno, of St. Ives, from 
Galveston to Liverpool with a large cargo of cotton 
and copper ore, formerly ashore on the Florida 
coast, 18 miles porth of Cape Florida, has been 
hauled off the beach by the Key West Wrecking 
Co., assisted by the revenue steamer McLane. She 
has been brought to Key West, convoyed by the 
McLane, where she now lies, having her bottom 
repaired by the Key West divers. All of her cargo 
except that jettisoned on the Bahama Banks while 
ashore there during the — part of December, has 
been saved and brought to Key West. The cutter's 
services during the past month have been inestim- 
able in aiding the distressed vessel and crew, and 
are considered by her officers as her best work of 
the year, with the exception of her services in the 
case of the El Dorado on the Bahama Banks last 
summer. 

The McLane made three trips to the fregurno, 
each time carrying divers, pumps, and towing 
- . me for the purpose of relieving the stranded 
ship. 

At the same time the British steamer Manin, of 
Loudon, ashore on the Florida reefs, was attended, 
and she was saved from destruction. A third, just 
at this period, also on the Florida reefs, was assisted 
by the McLane’s timely arrival, but she failed to 
come off the rocks, due to her being bilged, and she 
has been abandoned. 

Counsel in the first case has been employed by the 
wreckers, and it is given out by competent author- 
ity that thesalvage to be awarded to the salvors 
will amount to $80,000. Upwards of $300,000 worth 
of property bas been saved for the owners, and no 
litigation will follow, as it is a clear case for the 
Wrecking Co. 

Cargoes aggregating $1,500,000. and two steel ships 
built at an average cost of $200,000, have been saved 
from destruction by the indefatigable efforts of our 
officers on the McLane, and no greater service than 
this, involving so large an amount of money saved, 
bas ever been performed by our revenue cutters 
since the organization of the serfice over a cen- 


tury ago.

INCREASE OF NAVAL EXPENSES. 


Extract from Memorandum on S. 1289 (H. R, 288.! 


THE proposed measure to increase the efficiewcy 
of the Naval service by increasing that of is Ka- 
aineer Corps, is not an effort to incre: 33 the pay of 
apy officers now in the Service, it being expre:sly 
stated in the bill that no change in the existing 
rates of pay is to result from the passage ot the bill. 
The able argu cent for an increase of the corps cor- 
tained in the report of the Eagineer-in-Chief is re- 
peated in substance in this Memorandum. It is 
Stated that— 


”’ The number of officers provided for 's based 
upon the actual neecs of the Service, and is not ar- 
rived at by any method of comparison with the 
numbers of officersia the line or in any other staff 
corps, the duties of officers of the various branches 
of the Service being so different that no logical com - 
parison of numbers can be made. 

“The status of officersof the Eagineer Corps is 
defined by assigning to them various ranks held by 
officers of the line having duties of similar responsi- 
bility. This is basei on similar laws defining the 
military status of the various staff corpsin the 
Army, and is regarded as absolutely neceszary in 
view of the fact that the effiviency of a modern war 
pe is very largely dependent upon the efficiency 
and completeness of the authority «xarcised by the 
engine room officers over their subordinates, which 
authority cannot be otber than military in a purely 
military organizati»n. Toe fact that more than one- 
half of the present Eagineer Corps has received a 
military education at the Naval Ren aye! may be 
mentioned as au additional reason why military au: 
thority should be conferred. 

* Section 4 provides for the restriction of the mili- 

authority of officers of the Eagineer Corps to 
their own department, as is now provided by law 
for the various stuff corps of the Army. Ic is held 
by many that the commanding officer of a vessel 
should have authority to assign a staff officer to 
duty which may involve military command, whether 
such duty isin the line of the officer’s immediate 
calling or not, as such action is frequently made 
necessary by circumstances of a nature vot to be 
provided for, a*, for instance, the case of the aban- 
doning the Jeannette, where the commanding officer 
was obliged to assign the command of one of the 
boats to the chief engineer of the vi s;el on accouut 
of having no available line officer for such com- 
mand. The conduct of this chief engineer wich his 
little command has ex:i ed the admiration of the 
world, but at the same time the action of his com- 
manding officer ia assigning him to the command 
was not consistent with existing law.’ 








THE third and last of the comparative tests of 
American armor plates, commenced last autumn, 
was conducted at the Indian Head proving ground. 
The results further empbasized the wisdom of the 
naval authori!i-s in adopting nickel steel for armor 
plate purposes, aad furnishes another illustration 
of the Harvey process of surface hardening, All 
four of the 6-inch shots Bt gp my the plain steel 
Harveyized plate and lodged deep in the backing, 
and the 8-in. shell went completely through steel 
and backing and was picked up fifty feet beyond, 
practically uninjured. The plate was cracked in 
various directions. ‘The first of the three 6-inch 
shots fired at the high carbon nickel Harveyized 
plate penetrated to a depth of about nine inchs 
and rebounded. Shot No. 2 at the same plate 
smashed against the plate. The third and last 6-‘n. 
projectile fired at this plate remained in the plate, 
the base projecting s x and a half inches from the 
eurface. No cracks were developed by any of these 
shots. The 8 in. shell went through the centre of 
the plate and backing and remained imbedded in 
the eand butt beyond. On account of the close 
proximity of this shot to those previously fired, 
three deep cracks appeared, one extending from 
the centre to the top of the plateand the uther two 
to the lower right and left bund corners, each pass 
ing through the three 6 inch impacts. As twenty 
inches of the plate had been cut off, owing to a de- 
sore. one end, only three 6-in. shots were fired 
at it.

LINEAL PROMOTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Iw your issue of the 9:h you make some remarks 
about promotion which are not full or explicit. It 
is possible to infer that you favor lineal promotion 
for all first lieutenants. You speak of “a change 
which shall give to every commissioned offiser his 
just due in the matter of SS. Uader the 
present law all officers will soon be promoted Wa- 
eally, ad in the meantime there is a chance for 
some to regain lost rank. If chis doesn’t suit, it is 
best to say exactly what is wanted. 

There is a simple and complete remedy which 
suggests itself, [ suppose, to everybody who under- 
stands the matter, and looks at it impartially. But 
that must be a poor remedy which d:s:roys an offi- 
cer’s last hope for redress. If lifeal promotion with- 
out rearrangement of rank is devired, it must be on 
the principle that ‘*a little” inj 1stice ‘‘ is a danger- 
ous thine,” and that it is necessary to “rub it ip.”

On the d 
two 16 cm. guns will be sponsoned out on each 
side, and the fire of these will cross forward and aft 
of the ship. Io the bows will be a 16 cm. gun, and 
on each sidé of the forward fizhting mast a 10 cm, 
gun, and these three will fire directly ahead, and 
there will be the same disposition of artillery at th 
stern. Thus five guns will have a forward or 
fire, and six from each beam.

Ir was our fortune to accompany the naval expe- 
dition under Admiral Dupont that captured Port 
Royal in the early days of our Civil War, and there 
we made the acquaintance of a groupof men whoes- 
tablished deep in consciousness the sentiment of ad-. 
miration and respect for the character of the Ameri- 
can naval officers—Dupont, the Rodgers, John and 
Raymond, Godon, Drayton, Steedman, Luce, and 
others we might name. We can bear witness to their 
bearing in the crisis of battle, and in the not less 
trying scenes of an ocean voyage where arose all 
along their path dangers such as pursued the fated 
son of Laertes when followed by the wrath of the 
avenging gods. 

In the initial number of the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL, issaed nearly twenty-eight years ago, we 
recorded the death of Osptain @. W. Rodgers, and 
what we said of him may in some measure be 
applied to the brother who, born before him, has sa’ 
long survived him. In both were exemplified that ! 
fine marriage we sometimes see of womanly delicacy 
and grace with the heroic spirit of the man of war. 
Both were skilled sailors, learned in all the theory 
and practice of their profession. In Raymond 
Rodgers were found characteristics less conspicuous 
in the younger brother, who was distinguished by 
unworldliness, a ‘‘ certain subtle shyness or with- 
drawing.” To Raymond Rodgers’s distinguishing 


traits as a naval officer were added a capaeity for 
diplomacy which often stood himself and his brother 
officers in good stead, and caused him to be 
accepted as the leader of the Service in matters 
where the blunt methods of the sailor were out of 
place. His mind was oue equa ly apt in dealing 





with the larger and the lesser matters. The strain 
of the canny Scotchman was conspicuous in him 
beyond all the other members of his family. 

The father of Christopher Raymond Perry and 
George Washington Rodgers, was a naval officer 
and the son ot a Scotchman. His wife was the 
sister of Commodore Perry, and his brother, John, 
a colonel of militia during the Revolution, was a 
naval officer, who gave birth to the late Admiral! 
John Rodgers. Thus from this family of Scottish 
descent have come to us five naval officers of dis- 
tinguished reputation, and the line is continued in 
the younger generation, which has its representa- 
tives in the naval service, awaiting, no doubt, like 
opportunity to achieve life reputation. 

Raymond Rodgers’s life was devoted with single- 
mindness to the practice of the profession he loved 
and honored. He sought no distinction beyond it. 
He entered upon it before he was fourteen years 
old, and for forty-eight years, up to the hour of re- 
tirement in 1881, he was engaged in duties that 
bore testimony to the confidence and respect his 
abilities and his character inspired. May the Re- 
public pever want for such men to serve it. 





HARPER’S WEEKLY has become a sort of annex to 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, and we are proud 
to enlist its services on behalf of the institutions it 
is our mission to represent. As becomes a ‘‘ Journal 
of Civilization,” it recognizes the fact that military 
men are the advance guard of modern progress, the 
pioneers whose sturdy courage opens the way 
through otherwise untrodden paths for the advanc- 
ing hosts of civilization. Under the able editor- 
ship of Mr. Richard Harding Davis, and with the 
efficient aid of Remington, Zogbaum and others, 
who are equally ready with pen and pencil, the 
Weekly enables its readers to realize the conditions 
of life in Army and Navy, and to understand 
how much the country is indebted to the men whose 
office it is to illustrate the idea of national senti- 
ment that takes no aecount of State lines or of party 
divisions, giving tothe duties of citizenship the first 
place at all times. In an article in its number for 
January 16—the Garza Revolution—the Weekly 
tells us that our military forces on the Mexican 
frontier ‘‘ are doing their duty bravely and effec- 
tively, under the direction of G2n. David O.(S.) Stan- 
ley, commander of the Department.” Our troops 
in Texas are certainly deserving of all the praise 
that may be given to them. That t hey have accom- 
plished so much with the means at their command 
is an honor to them ; that they should have been 
left with so inadequate a force is a humiliation to 
the nation. We hope that the efforts of such 
periodicals as the Harpers publish will enable our 
legislators to understand how grievous a wrong 
they do this great country by adopting the Chinese 
theory that military men are those least entitled to 
consideration, That a popular weekly like Harper’s 
should give so much attention to our military and 
naval establishments shows that there is a popular 
sentiment that will sustain more libéral treatment. 
The misfortune of the Services is that our laws are 
made, and our appropriations are vote), by men who 
are, asa class, alien in thought, feeling and in- 
terest to men who represent the nation instead of 
party or a locality. 

In addition to the article on the Texan frontier 
troubles, the same number of Harper’s Weekly 
has a story of Troop E, Fort Apache, by Thomas 
Winthrop Hale, an illustrated article by Fredk, 
Remington, on “The Galloping Sixth Cavalry,” 
a full-page illustration of the monitor Miantono- 
moh, by M. J. Barns, and an article on noble old 
Raymond Rogers, with a portrait of the admiral 
taken by O. D. Gibson in the Metropolitan Club, 
Washington. This clab willsadly miss the Admiral. 
It was his foster child—his pet, and there was 
searcely a day when, in his office as president, he 
did not subject it to an inspection in all of its de- 
partments, as thoroughly as the Sunday inspection 
of a manof-war. It was to his exhibition of 
thorough devotion to the duty of the hour, whatever 
it might be, that the club is chiefly indebted for its 
copmlete appointment and its deservedly high repue 
tation. 











ApvooaTes of the measure for the transfer of the 
Revenue Marine service from tne Treasury to the 
Naval establishment have t2ken hold of the subject 
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with renewed activity. They have commenced 
work in many new directions, and those leading 
the movement express great confidence in over. 
coming the opposition developed -in the Senate last 
year. It is reported that Senator Sherman, who 
headed the opposition last year, made certain 
pledges to the Lake citizens of his State, who aided 
him in his reelection a few weeks ago, that will 
prevent any outspoken opposition from him when 
the measure comes up again for consideration. 
That the friends of the measure have not been idle 
during the summer is apparent too, from the large 
number of petitions that are already coming into 
both Houses of Congress from boards of trade 
and chambers of commerce. These organizations, 
from nearly every State from Maine to Florida, 
and the Legislatures of Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Maryland, New Jersey, Virginia and Pennsyl 
vania have passed resolutions urging the passage 
of the bill. The President and Secretary Tracy 
and other members of the administration have 
pledged themselves to its support. The new Secre_ 
tary of the Treasury, unlike his predecessor, is not 
favorable to the transfer, but since the measure 
has the support of the President no active opposi- 
tion is expected from him. One hundred and 
ninety-five out of the two hundred and seven 
officers of the Service, it is reported, are favorable 
to the transfer. So much for the friends of the 
measure. Many naval officers are opposed to it, 
and an organized movement is on foot to defeat it. 
We have before us a strong argument against the 
scheme prepared by Linden Kent, attorney at law, 
Washington, D. 0., ‘‘on behalf of certain naval 
officers.” 








Iv we are to judge from the criticisms of the 
British service papers, the abolition of purchase in 
their army has not been a success. The Army and 
Navy Gazette, speaking of Sir Join Adye, says: 
** Belonging to one of the scientific branches of the 
service, he was among the strong men who helped 
onthe Cardwellian cataclysm that has cost Eng- 
land twenty million sterling, in orijer that the 
State might provide retiring pensions, an enormous 
dead-weight of ineffective officers, Boards of Selec- 
tion, the abolition of all claims to promotion 
founded on seniority service, and that we might 
have a cumbrons, unsatisfactory and hard-working 
system full of points of friction and personal in- 
jury, in lieu of the utterly illogical, but not in-% 
efficient, and most economical system by which 
officers managed their own pecuniary affairs in rela 
tion to cavalry and infantry preferments.” 





THE information obtained at San Francisco by 
Ool. Remey, J. A. Gen. of the Navy, seems to be in 
flagrant contradiction of the statements coming 
from Chili concerning the atta-k upon the men of 
the U. S. S. Baltimore. Our Government is pro- 
ceeding with due deliberation to aseertain the facts 
before taking decided action, but its determiaation 
to see that we receive from Chili the treatment due 
from a nation professedly friendly to the United 
States has not abated. We are assured that the 
Administration can count upon the support of Oon- 
gress in whatever measures are found necessary. 
As President Harrison is reported to have said, not 
even arbitration can be accepted where a man spits 
in your face. The question asto what indemnity we 
should receive from Chili might be arbitrated, but 
not the question whether Chili has the right to 
maintain towards us an attitude essentially one of 
war while demanding that we should preserve the 
peace. She should be forced to the issue of peace 
or war, as she will be in due time. Summing up 


worst of the°accused is an imprisonment of from 
three to five years. That is hardly a conclusion 
sufficient in itself to satisfy our Government.” 





THE recommendation of Colonel R. P. Haghes, 
I. G., that sergeants of ordnance be gravted the 
same clothing allowance as sergeants of engineers, 
and of the Signal Uorps, in making its way through 
the regular military channels to Congress received 
the hearty endorsement of the Acting Secretary of 
War, Commanding General, Inspector General, 
and Paymaster General. The latter in his endorse- 
ment takes occasion also to say that the benefits 
accruing to enlisted men, as provided in section 1281 
Rev. Stat., is denied to chief musicians and 2>m- 
pany wagoners, as well as to artificers, as pointed 
out in the first endorsement. It is believed that 
it was not intended to deny to enlisted men of these 
grades the retained pay of $1, $2, and $3 per month 
which accrues generally to soldiers of other grades 
in their third, fourth and fifth years’ service. 








THE proposition made by Hon. Mr. McKinney, of 
New Hampshire, to provide for continuance of pay 
during disability from accident, in the line of duty, 
of Navy yard employees, will go far toward ensur- 
ing the retention of the best wo:kmen in Govern- 
ment workshops ; and Mr. McKinney might en- 
large the scope of bis intended bill to include the 
shops, not only of the Navy, but of the Army as 
well. The situation of the men, and women too, 
who receive disabling injuries while at work in our 
Navy yards, isoften pitiable in the extreme, and it 
is believed the bill proposed will be heartily en- 
dorsed by a majority of the officers of the Army 
and Navy. 





THE Court of Claims, in an opinion delivered by 
Justice Welden December 14, dismissed the claim 
of Chief Engineer Elijah Laws for longevity pay to 
cover the period between the date of his dismissal 
by sentence May 27, 1863, and his restoration by 
the President March 31, 1864. The court concludes 
that when Congress uses the words “‘ actual time” 
and ‘actual service,” they intended to exclude 
the computations of time founded upon construc- 
tive service, and intended to limit the compensa- 
tion to the time served in fact by an officer. The 
judgment of the court is that the petition be dis- 
missed, 


Our troops on the Rio Grande have been kept 
very busy of late, and have had some hard field ser- 
vice, and it is extremely gratifying, alihough by no 
means unusual, to learn that officers and men have 
zealously responded to tie calls made upon them, 
and have given ample evidence that they have been 
living up to the rule of preparation in the days of 
peace for what may be required of them in time of 
war. But, happily, the end of the trouble with 
Caterino Garza and his band, so far as the U. S. 
troops are concerned, seems near at hand, and the 
civil courts will thea have their innings in trying 
the insurgents captured for violation of the neu- 
trality laws. 


THE final proofs of the Cavalry Drill Regulations 
have been corrected, and the work of stereotyping 
commenced. The artillery regulations are in print, 
but Lieut, French is too busily engaged on the in- 
dex of the infantry regulations to correct the proofs 
at present.

ing the testimony of both officers and men, it will 
undoubtedly justify the terms used by Secretary 
Tracy in describing the incident.

Then follows astatemeat of facts 
under theso several heads. He quotes the Jate head 
of the admiralty as saying that there were not suffici- 
ent officers to choose from, and France has 141,000 
men to England’s 20,000. After making proper de- 
ductions, England has but thirty six modern battle- 
ships to France's thirty and Russia's fifteen, and 

these thirty-six are of fauity desiga and structure, 
their ends being unprotected. The admiral saya: “I 
bave little faith in our monster guns or the machin- 
ery that actuates them ; and their immense weight, 
together with that of their turrete, etc., sinks the 
vessels carrying them three feet below their in- 
tended load draft, thus endangering their safety 
and very ivjuriously affecting their fighting power 
in heavy seas. The keeping admittedly bad muzzle- 
loaders in forty old sbips is a discredit to the 
nation, and endangers the honor of our flag.” 

Six Cuarirs W. Ditke compares French with 
English officers on matters of personal comfort aud 
raye: “In peace manceuvres, even under dificult 
circumstances, English officers expect their com 
forte, and would be somewhat disconcerted if quar- 
tered in peasants’ houses where vermin is not un- 
known, and where the floo:s were often composed 
of mud,and mud plentifully larded with the fat 
and onions of the canteens ot the advanced troops 
or of the enemy of the previous night. * * French 
Generals of armies with their brilliant staffs take 
nothing with them, and drink the roughest country 
wine or the common brandy, and content then- 
selves with the mutton of the previous week and 
the beans of the previous year.”

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A MONUMENT FOR GFNERAL HONT. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Dear S1R: Your article on tbe propriety of 
erecting a monument to the memory of Genv. Henry 
J. Hunt, Ctief of Artillery, Army of the Potomac, 
should,and [I taveno doubt will, meet with more 
than one hearty response from the Light Battery- 
men of the Army. Gen. Hunt was not a man who 
seught for self-glorificatior, but was content to fill 
the plece he was detailed for, with an eye single tu 
its efficiency. At the time Gettysburg was fought, 
and eveu after, so long as be was the Chief of the 
Light Artillery service, it was about as complete 
and efficient as it was the power of one man to 
makeit. His face and figure was as wel! known to 
the Light Batterymen as was their own officers, 
and bis presence was iuvariably followed by some 
improvement in the manver of packing the ammu- 
nition, or in the order of duties to be observed. 
This wasin the time of inaction. At the moment 
when the services of the artillerymen were wanted 
he was always there, and his mild manner and 
quick perception gave confidence and ccurage to 
the men serving the pieces. He was most diffident, 
and while others recounted the glories in which 
they bad yarticipated, bis 1nvariable custom was to 
listen and say nothing. More than one soldier car- 
ried off the glory of some particular scene by 
Hunt’s silence. 

It is a well established fact that, without the 

resence of artillery no battle scene is complete, or 
Pattie field picture rendered « ffective. The cavalry 
may have their brilliant charges, the infantry may 
atora a redoubt, but to render the picture warlike, 
the pris°nce of the cannon is invaluabis. As wich 
a picture, so with life. Gen. Hunt occupied a niche 
in the Army which stood alone like an oasis ina 
desert. He was alone, aboveall, yet who, except 
those who had bu:i1ess with -him, beard of him in 
(be bour of battle? Hancock, to whom Grant in bis 
memoirs gives praise beyond all others of bis lieu- 
tenante, in speaking of the achievements of the ar- 
tillery on bis front at Gettysburg, said of Hunt, 
these words; ‘“ The chief of artiliery (Gen. Hunt) 
ordered the batteries to exaétly the right place, 
and it was through their effectiveness that the ba‘- 
tle was won. It wasa fight of batteries almost from 
first to last. and be (Hunt) worked bight and day to 
make them (the batteries) what they were.” 

As it is a well-known fact that Hancock never 
spoke words of pr:ie where they were not well 
earned, this language from suvh a source may be 
heeded with more than usual pleasure by thcs3 who 
admired Hunt as their chief. Yet his name was a1- 
dom heard except by those who were in his arm of 
the Service. 

The chief of a partioular arm of the Service (par- 
ticularly soif he were a Regular) has but little 
chance of a monument until he has achieved po i i- 
cal prominence. This bas been particularly true in 
th's country. Hancock has none, and he is seldom 
mentioned unless it is to shed lustre upon some 
other lesser name that is coupled with bim. Now, 
as you most justly ask, why is it that no monument 
has been erected to either Huntor Hancock? The 
answer, to me, is obvious: neither of the gentlemen 
were politicians.

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FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION 


The most important incident of interest to the 
Services of the week’s Oongressional doings was the 
action of the Senate Committee on Sea-coast De- 
fences in reporting formally the Dolph bills, 8. 871, 
for fortifications and sea-coast defences, and 8. 
1247, providing for the purchase of sites for fortifi- 
cations. The early action of the committee on these 
important measures means prompt action by the 
Senate, and although it is hardly to be presumed 
that the House will vote the large sums carried by 
these two bills, something may be gained by getting 
the subject before that body in the early days of 
the session. The first-named measure was amended 
in committee to provide for an appropriation of 
$100,000,000 —$10,000,000 to be available the first 
year and $9,000,000 a year for ten years. The bill 
as originally introduced appropriated $123,000, 000. 
S. 1947, appropriating $500,000 for sites, was 
reported without amendment. Messrs. Perry 
and Chilton dissented from the report of Mr. 
Dolph, on the ground that the revenues of the 
Government were hardly sufficient for the ordinary 
expenditures, and that there is a universal demand 
for relief from excessive taxation. 

Hon. Charles E. Belknap, of Michigan, appears 
to be the champion in the House of the military 
measures framed by the War Department. Several 
of the important measures heretofore introduced in 
the Senate were presented by him on Wednesday 
last.. These include the economical measures pro- 
posed by Mr. Proctor for reorganizing the infantry 
and artillery—the bills to extend lineal promotion 
to the first lieutenants of the line; to define the 
grade of certain medical officers; to compel the 
attendance of civilian witnesses before Courts- 
martial, and to leave it discretionary as to the comg 
position of boards for examination of volunteer 
officers and of officers appointed from civil hfe and 
from the ranks. 

The resolution introduced this week by Chair- 
man Holman, of the Appropriation Committee, de- 
claring that ‘‘no money ought to be appropriated 
by Congress except such as is manifestly necessary 
to carry on the several departments frugally, 
efficiently and honestly administered, andthe de- 
bate which ensued upon it does not augur well for 
military and naval or, in fact, any other kind of 
desirable legislation. As the session progresses 
there is nothing to encourage the hope thatj the 
House will accomplish anything more thaa pass the 
regular appropriations, and even some of these 
may fail by reason of the difference of views and 
politics of the two Houses, 

The Senate Military Committee held its first 
meeting on Thursday last. The session was devoted 
entirely to disposing of private measures which 
had been acted upon by the committee last Con- 
gress, and which failing to becomeslaws have been 
reintroduced and referred, to the committee this 
session. The only ones of any interest were those 
to make good certain shortage in the accounts of 
Lieut. Colonel Charles G. Sawtelle, Q. M. Dept., 
and Lieut. James Reagan, A. Q. M., 9th Inf., and 
to give certain back pay to Major Robert Montgom- 
ery, U. S. A. These three measures were favorably 
reported. 

The Senate Naval Committee did not hold a 
meeting this week. Wednesdays are the meeting 
days of this committee. 

Bills were introduced in the House on Thursday 
by Mr. Herbert to repeal section 1218 kk S., which 
prohibits ex-Confederates from appointment in the 
Army and Navy, and by Mr. Patton for the relief 
of enlisted men serving during the war who were 
entitled to promotion to seeond lieutenants, but 
who did not receive such promotion because their 
companies fell below the minimum of 66. 

The Service Committees of the House completed 
the organization of sub-committees this week and 
are now ready for business. Tuesdays and Fridays 
will be the meeting days of the Military Committee. 
The Naval Committee will hold only one session a 
week for the present, but later in the session, as 
the sub-committees complete consideration of the 
measures referred to them, will meet twice a week 
—Tuesdays and Fridays. For the present they will 
meet every Tuesday.

Tun difficulty between the 7th N. Y. Regt. and its

Concerning the cutting down of the strength of 
the companies of the 7ih N. Y. Regt.,a friend of 
that organization says with much force: ‘103 men 
is pone too many, when you consider the recruits 
and sick men that cannot be counted in the combat- 
ive force. There has always been a tendency on 
ibe part of some weak organizations to cut down 
the 7th rather than build up to its strength. The 
tactics to-day are made for the big companies of the 
European armies. Surely the U.S. can stand one 
complete regiment well drilled, disciplined and 
stroug. The fib can bave 12 companies of 107 just 
as weil as 10 companies of 103, but it will take the 
beart and enthusiasm out of the histo:ical compa- 
nies of the Seventh to take away their magnificent 
strength. Itisa real strength, as our attendance 
at drills, our record at Creedmoor, and in the rifle 
range at the armory will prove, not to speak of tne 
number present for duty when the State calls for 
service. Inthe work of organizing these two new 
companies, the regiment must putits hand in its 
pocket to the amount of $25,000, as they wil! have to 
create company rooms abu build a new rifle range, 
so let the law s and and I will warrant tbat the tax 
payers will not regretit. Yon may not be aware of 
it, but the State gives the Seventh less then any 
regiment in tne State.” 

Certainly, these considerations should not lightly 
be disregarded in reorganizing the New York forces. 
The State gets much for very little in the organize- 
tion of the Seventh, and it is a parsimonious aod 
mistaken polivy that would discourage its efforts to 
make itself all that a complet« regiment should be. 
Astbis writer truthfully says, we can surely af- 
ford to have one such regiment in the United states, 
ne such in the State of New York.

COMPANY DRILLS IN THE NEW YORK GUARD. 


Co. G, Capt. Oates, and Co. 1, Capt. Chase, 8th Reat., as- 
semoled tor company driil ou Wednesday, Jan. 6. The 
turuoutin both commands was poor, the formerc mpany 
baving one officer, three guides and five files, while the lat- 
ter company dit a little better, haviag two officers, three 
non-commissioned officers and seven aad a half files. The 
movementsin both commands were without life and but 
tew errors were corrected. The drills were certainly not a 
success 80 far as instruction was concerned. The following 
criticism would apply : Co. G—Tne men shuffied in march- 
ing, acd particularly was tuis the case in ive short steps 
and the pivot men when turning coraers. The men took 
steps of only three or four inches in the sbort and back 
steps. The company dressed without command at the com- 
pietion of “on right into line.” The first siepsin taking up 
the march was invariably a stamp, as was also the last step 
when coming toa halt. When ata portor carry arms, the 
men do not come to av order upon balting. There is a0 
such command as “left trail arms."’ The left guide seemed 
at sea as to which flank be should be on, io column of fours 
and trequently the leading guide was on one flank and the 
rear guide on the other, all without correctivno by the in- 
structor. There is no authority for coming to a trail arms 
from port arms, except on the firing line or in extended 
order. While at attention, the right guide took bis band- 
kerebiet out of bis pocket and wiped his face, but met with 
no reproot, The drill was a short one, and the lst lieu- 
tenant stood around and watched bis compuny d-illing. Tne 
men seemed attentive, but the smaiiness of the turnout ap- 
parently bad a dampening effect upon them. Co. I—Many 
of the men in this command, judging from appearance, 
should be sent back to the equud, or, if tbe errors which 
were mude were caused by inaicention, then the men should 
be looked after and made to understand what discipline is. 
We are ied to believe, however, that the nen have not been 
thoroughly instructed in the squad. The men shuffled in 
marching and in taking tbe short step and the lengtu of the 
latter was eertainiy not over six inches. The men snould 
pot come to an orderurms upon halting when at a carry. 
Asin toe other company, the first step was astamp. Col- 
umo of fours from column of twosor files should not be 
formed toward the file-closers. The movements were gen- 
erally executed in a slouchy Manner, and the instructor 
sbould take some means of baving the mov ts rounded 
up better ip order to make the drills if this company a sue

Tron epplication of Adjutant Charles Reese, 18th Inf. 
a Court of Inquiry, consistiag of Col. David B. Case, 4th 
Inf., with Capt. Eomunoc D. Smith, 4th Iof., as J. A., was 
held at the armory of the 18b Regt., Pittsburg, Jan. 4. 
Adjt. Reese was represented before the Court by Gen. A, L. 
Pearson. The purpose of the Court westo determine the 
meriis of a coniroversy which had arisen between Gen, 
Alex. Krumbbaar, A. A. G., and Lieut. Reese, at 
the time ot the encampment of the 3¢ Brigade, N. G. Penn., 
at Camp Kensington. Accordiog to the testimony, Col. K. 
sent Lieut.-Col. Huovsicker, A. D. C., to Lieut. Reese witb a 
verbal order to the effect that the regiment was bebind 
time in reporting on the fleld, and to burrg up as they were 
being waited for. Lieut.-Col. Hunsicker testified that he 
approached the colonel’s quarters from the rear, passed 
tbr ugh them, saluting the lieutenant-colovel of the regi- 
meat, who was therein seated, and, approaching the acju- 
taot, who was forming the regiment on the blind street run- 
ning trom in front of the quarters, addressed him : * Reese, 
we are waiting on you iu the field. Hurry up.” Lieut. 
Reese's reply was: * There is plenty of time and we will be 
out just as quick as we are ready." This reply of the adju- 
tant piqued the aide-de-camp, and he reported to Cl. 
Krumbuaar that the adjutant bad replied in an insulting 
tone, that they would get out when they were ready. After 
the inspection had been completed, Krum baar aovroached 
Reese, who was standing among a group of officers com- 

of the Governor's and regimeotal scaff, aod with arm 
uplifted and finger extended, ina loud aud threatening 
voice shouted so that all present could hear bim: 

**Look bere, Revse! We will huve this thing out right 
bere. What did you mean by teiliog Col. Hunsicaer that 
you would get out your regiment when you were goo’ and 
G— d———d ready?" 

Reese replied to Krumbhaar that if Col. Hunsicker had so 
intormed bim be was wrong, as he did not use any sucn lan- 
guage to him. 

Krumbhaar then called upon Hunsicker, who was stand- 
ing close by to give him the jie, but a number of the officers 
who bad beard the adjutant’s reply to Hunsicker wheo be 
delivered the order came forward and told Krumbhaar no 
such language bad been used by . Krambhaar turned 
upon the regimental officers and said : 

“ Of course, you will stick by each other, and if one lies 
you wiil ali swear to it.” 

A number of officers of the regiment who were called as 
witnesses before the courtall testified that Lieut. Reese's 
reply to Cul. Hunsicker was neither insolent or disrespect- 
ful, and that no profane ianguage had beea used by bim. 

Col. Hunsicker testified that Reese did not say he would 
bring the regiment ou: when be was “ good ana ,G— d—d 
ready,” nor did he repor: to that effect to Col. Krumbhaar, 
but did report that Adjt. Reese said he would’ come out 
when be was ready. 

Cul. Krumbhaar io bis testimony stated that he was very 
angry with baving -uch a reply delivered to his order, as 
reported by Col. Hunsicker, and de ermined to humiliate 
Adjt. Reese. He ucknowledged that Huosicker di4 not re- 
port to bim that Reese had used toe language he charged 
bim with after the inspection. He admitted that he bad 
probably added the profane language bimself. When asked 
if be thought it proper language to use to a junior officer, 
he said that he thoughbta little swearing vow and then did 
not hurt. P. for further answer, if he thought bia 
language Was proper, he replied, “ Yes. y do.” The answer 
surprised ail present, but none more so than Gen. Pearson, 
who, throwing up bis bands, exclaimed : 

“ Well, God hel,» the Guard |" 

Col. Krumbhaar io his tes: : mony stated that the regiment 
reachea the piace for inspection twenty minutes bevind 
time. Col. Norman M. Smith, its commander, and Lieut. 
Col. Rutiedge both swore that the regiment was on che fleid 
ready ior inspection ten minutes before the time set. 

This court of inquiry will benefit the Guard in several 
particulars, besides exonurating Aojt. Reese of profaue aod 
ineubordinat+ langoage in reply to'ae deiivery of a verbal 
order. It will stop staff officers rom profainly impressing 
tue Gigbily ut their positions upon tbeir jumors. It bas ex- 
posed the tactical kuowledg of several officers who ap- 
peared as wituesses before it, and will be the means of hav- 
ing them improve that knowledge. Lt Jeveioped that wric- 
ten orders, when there is plenty of time at command, are 
the surest and safes: to send by aides-de-camp and non- 
com. staff officers, as when properiy served they leave no 
grounds or excuses for a misunderstanding. 

The appeal vf Col. William B. Smith, 3d [of., sentenced to 
dishonorable dismissal, will be heard by Gov. Patterson in 
Harrisburg, Jan. 19. 

The semi-annua! inspection of companies, troops and bat- 
teries will be made by the respective brigade inspectors dur- 
ing the months of January, February and March. 

Civilian witnesses must testify vefore Cuourts-martial in 
Penosy!vapia. The Military Code of this S:ate is not lacking 
in this one particular, but is rotten in many others. The 
section covering examinations by Brigade Boards of newly 
elecied or appointed officers, before being commissioned, is 
afarce,and none know thia better than the officers who 
compose such boaras, The last that was ordered in the 2d 
Brigade did not convene, but two of the locai officers whom 
tue code does not recognize as members oi the Boards, 
rather than see a number of newly elected officers disap- 
pointed, kindly assumed its functions and authority, and 
put the new-comers through. The Adjutant-General recog- 
nized the illegal act of those officers by issuing com missious 
to all the applicants passed by the self-constituted board. 





WASHINGTON. 


Cou. J. C. Hatnes, ist Regt. National Guard of 
Washington, a victim of la grippe, died at his home 
in Seattle on Jan. 2, and was buried in that city with 
military honurs ou Jan. 5, ihe companies of the 
regiment, Troop B of Tacoma, representations from 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Bar Association, 
Knights of Pythias, and prominent citizens attend- 
ing. The survices were conducted according to the 
Episcopal ritual, and the procession was one of the 
most impressive ever seen in Seattle. 

Col. Haines was highly esteemed as a military man 
and citizen. He was a lawyer, and no man was bet- 
ter known throughout the State of Washington. 
His perso appearance wes striking. He stood 
over 6 ft. tall, and was splendidly proportioned. He 
was & fine horseman ana an enthusiast over boating 
and ali out-of-door sports, which he participated in 
with the actise zeal of a boy. 

Adjt. Gen. R. G. O’Brien in orders announces the 
death of Col. Haines and recounts his services and, 
among other things, says: “As commauding officer, 
the interests of bis regiment were always upper- 
most in bis mind. During the great tirein Seattle 
he rendered distinguished service as commander of 
the troops, restraining and contreiling the lawless 
element ¥ bich threatened at one time to take pos- 
session of the city, and by his untiring teal and at- 
tention to duty cculasbased largely to the sup 
sion of the fiery clements, [n the disturbances _ 
dent to the laber troubles in Newcastle gad - 





where, and during the recent mioing troubles in 
King County, in command of the troops. he dies 
played marked executive ability, and by unceasii:« 
uttention to duty, prevented the loss of both life 
and property.

NAVAL BATYALIONS. 
NEW YORK. 


The first battalion of naval urtillery, in command 
of Lieut. Comdr. J. W. Miller, took possession of 
the old fortress, Castle Garden, on the afternoon of 
Jan. 9, 1892, which will be used by them as an ar- 
mory. ‘here were no formal ceremonies. The in- 
terior was cold and damp, no steam having been 
turned on. A short drill was held, after which the 
battalion was dismissed. 

it bad been intended to celebrate the acquisition 
of new quarters with considerable ceremony, bat 
this it was finally thought wise to abandon, especi- 
aliy as the assignment of Castle Garden is at present 
only temporary. It is hoped, however, that later 
the permanent use of the garden may be assured 
and toat it will be put in proper order for tue use 
of the batialion. Itis weil adapted for drilling pur- 
poses, and with necessary improvements would be 
very valuable. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 


Lists have been prepared of the various ocean- 
going tugs visiting Boston, with a view io fitting 
them with torpedo tubes and rapid-firing guns 
should the emergency arise. In the event of a 
threatened attack the Naval Battalion would be 
assembled by the emergency call, and the tugs 
manned, each division cccupying its prescribed po- 
sition. The object would be, first, to prevent an 
vatranee by the main ship chanuel by the removal 
of buoyr, extinguishing lights and the placing of 
torpedoes ; second, to preventa warship lying off 
Broad Sound and shbeliing the city, in whien effort 
torpedoes of the Howell pattern would principaliv 
be used, aided by such heavy guns as could be 
mounted on the batteries now under construction.

pointed and carries with him to his new position the 
good wishes of bis mauy friends in the battalion.

NATIONAL GUARD OF WISCONSIN. 


Extracts from the Report of its Inspection, Captain 
Moses Herris, ist Cav., 0.8 A. 

THe camp of ine troops was fullv prepared for 
occupaccy. Thecamp was laid out aecording to 
tactics (with some slight modifications), in column 
of companies, the tents of each company he- 
ing in single line. The Third U.S. infantry, Colonel 
Edwin C. Mason commanding, bad arrived previous 
Lo the day fixed for the encampment. and bad gone 
into camp some 200 yards disiant from the sire 
selected for the Nauional Guard. This camp was at 
all times a model of neainess and order, and aside 
from the practical instruction imparted, the object 
lesson afforded by the military methods of disvip- 
line and conduct of this fine regiment must have 
had a most beneficial effect upon the leas experi- 
enced troops of the neigbboring camp. 

The First Regiment Wisconsin National Guard, 
Colonel Allen F. Caidweti, brought into camp 
enlisted men and 38 officers, a little more than 73 

r cent. of its total streugth. The formations anu 

rilis of the battalion on the first day were rather 
crude, but much interest was manifestea, and it 
could be seen that great capacity for improvement 
existed. The first dress parade following that of the 
Toird U. 3. Infantry was without marked irregula:- 
ities and the regiment presented a fioe appearauce, 
although the presence of a considerable number of 
uninstructed men in the ranks gave a ragged ap- 
pearance to the manual. Oae feature of the drills— 
tuat of having men in attendance with buckets of 
wate. to rueh forward at each period of rest—was 
calculuced to give an erroneous impression as iv the 
soldierly qualities of the troops, and might well 
have been dispensed with. ‘The improvement 
exhibited by this regiment from day to day dufing 
the period of its encampment was very remarkabia 
and most gratifying. Both officers and men appeared 
to enjoy the work in whivn they were engaged, 
and it may be belic ved that they durived much per - 
manent benefitfrom it. The review and ceremony of 
inspection, sithough not wihout irregularities, 
were fairly well conducted. he march-past wus 
steady and in good time; the salutes were properiy 
given and the distances fairly well preserved. la 
inspecting the arms of this regim+at L was unpleas - 
antly surprised to find taem in aa unsatisfactory 
econuition. A considerable number of rifivs were 
found to be unserviceable by reason of aefeots in 
the mechanism of the breech or lock, and neurly 
all were rusty. A majority of the men were so 
awkward in bringing up their pieces to the position 
of inspection as to render it apparent that it was a 
position they were seldom calied upon to take. Tae 
equipments were io a fair condition. The physique 
ol the men was fair, although | noticed a numberof 
men in the ranks who were wanting in develop- 


ment. Theset-up of the men wee not good except iu 


one company. The enlisted men wore ia Bs 
and appeared to be eager for iustruction. The 
cers were generally educated aud competent geu- 
tlemen, zealous in tho disvoarge of theic duties and 
appeared to be interested in ceullracy eublovtn, Toe 
pe ioe of the [= =4 wus excellent, oniy 

er criticism the throwing of wash en

ment about the weils. 
Fourth Infantry Battalion, Lieut. Col. King. 


This battalion is fortunate in baving all its companies loca- 
ted in the city of Milwaukee, and in baving an educated and 
experienced soldier for its commander. Asa consequence 
it excelled in proficiency of drill at the beginning of the en- 
campment and wasthus enabled to devote much more time 
than the other regiments to the bigher instruction of field 
duties. This battalion bas in its ranks a jiarge number of 
young men who are employed as clerks and at other con- 
fined occupations, and it wasa source of wonder that they 
were able to crowd so much active work into their six days’ 
camp life. It is difficult to see how morecould have been 
accomplished. The drill of the battalion was chiefly con- 
fined to those movements which had been found impracti- 
cable in city streets, and in skirmishing. Its drill, although 
lacking some of the precision of movement of regular 
troops, was exceedingly creditable and showed most careful 
study and practice, Its ceremonies, after the first day, were 
characterized by vigor and precision, and its marching was 
at all times excellent. Its field exercises were in combina- 
tion with the 3d U. 8. Inf., the details of the exercise being 
first carefully and clearly explained by Col. Mason, and the 
execution being intrusted to combined parties of the two 
regiments, with regular officers to instruct. all being super- 
vised by the two commanding officers. The excellent re- 
sults attained by this method of instruction can not be ex- 
aggerated. 

The battalion was reviewed by the Governor On the after- 
noon of Thursday, and was inspected by me after the re- 
view. The execution of both ceremonies was excellent. The 
inspection was satisfactory in every particular, except the 
condition of the arms. 


Third Regiment, Col. M. S. Moore. 


The 3d Regt., Col. M. 8. Moore commanding, had in camp 
71 enlisted men and 40 officers, 7534 per cent. of its strength. 
Tre drilis showed careful study on tne part of the officers, the 
different movements being executed ye yg The 
marching was not as good as it might bave been. the slow 
time of 110 steps to the minute giving a draggiog appear- 
ance to the drill. Great interest was manifested in the field 
exercises, the regiment frequently repeating under com- 
mand of its colonel the exercises which had _ been practiced 
in the morniog in combination with the Regular troops. 
Target practice was conducted according to the methods of 
tbe other regiments, with a view to the selection of compe- 
titors to represent the regiment in the State contest. The 
proficiency of this regimentin rifle practice appears to be 
above the average,and many excellent scores were made 
both at known distances and at skirmishing. This profici- 
ency isexplained by the fact that attention had been paid 
to gallery practice. Its ceremonies were generally well ex- 
ecuted, although the showy and inappropriate uniform of 
its band contrasted unpleasantly with tbe neat and soldierly 
undress uniform of men and officers. The review was cop- 
ducted without irregularities, but the marching time of 110 
steps to the minute placed the regiment at a disadvantage. 
At inspection the arms were found in no better condition 
than those of the regiments previously inspected. The 
equipments were in fair condition. The uniforms were gen- 
erally neat and well fitting, though in some companies the 
general effect was spoiled by a few that were old and 
ababby. Several officers were also observed wearing full 
dress belts of an obsolete pattern with their undress uni- 
forms. The pbysique of the men was observed to be gener- 
ally excelient; the set up, except in two companies, only 


r. 

The 3d Infantry, Wisconsin National Guard, possesses 
splendid material, and under the guidance of its accom p- 
lished commanding officer and fine corps of field officers can 
not fail to keep pace with the spirit of progress which ani- 
mates the National Guard of Wisconsin. 

Light Horse Squadron. 

The Light Horse Squadron bad marched from Mil- 
waukee, 35 miles distant, on the afternoon of Saturday, 
August 8, und bad reached camp during the forenoon of 
the following day, baving four officers and fifty men 
present, per cent. of its strength. At the inspection, 
which was well conducted, the arms and equipments were 
found to be in good condition. The horses are owned or 
hired by their riders, and were, generally, well adapted to 
their work. The driill of the troop in the school 
of the troop was very . The horsemansbip of 
some of the troopers can be improved: but like other or- 
ganizations of the National Guard it suffers from constant 
changes in its personnel, and it cakes time to make expert 
horsemen. The sabre exercise was fair, though the 
presence of a number of uninstructed men was quite evi- 
dent. No mounted firing with pistol or carbine was at- 
tempted. Itappears to me that the squadron will find its 
true efficiency to consist in the more careful instruction of 
the individual troopers, both in the use of arms and in 
horsemanship. Troop urill makes a showy appearance, but 
proficiency in its movements does not constitute cavalry 
efficiency. I would also suggest that nv true cavalryman 
should scorn to give bis personal attention to the well- 
being of bis borse, and that stable duty might profitably 
be included inthe course of camp instruction. The Light 
Horse Squadron is composed of patriotic and enterprising 
citizens of Milwaukee, who are devotedly attached to their 
organization, and it can not be doubted that it will con- 
tinue to hold the bigh place which it bas always claimed 
among the cavalry troops of the National Guard. 


Second Regiment and First Light Battery. 


The Ligbt Battery bad 5 officers and 46 men, 68 per cent. of 
its strength. Horses for the use of the battery were 
provided by the Citizen Committee, and were received at 
11 A.M. Monday, The battery being under the necessity of 
procuring new horses every time it turns out, officers and 
men appear to have acquired skill in the breaking of 
horses, and rapid progress was made, so that before the end 
ot the week movements were executed at the trot witha 
fair degree of accuracy. Its work during the week con- 
sisted entirely of drill in the school of the battery, a con- 
siderable number of blank cartridges being used. The men 
were in neat and well-fitting undress uniform, and their 
personal equipments were in excellent order. The 12- 
pounders are old guns which bave been re-bored, and are, 
in my Opinion, unserviceable and unsafe to fire with full 
charges. The carrmwges are also old. Tbe 3-inch guns are 
serviceable. The barness is in good condition. 

The officers of the battery ere bright and active young 
men, filled with enthusissm for their work, and eager in 
the pursuit of al! military knowledge. Notwithstanding the 
dittculties which muet encountered in maintaining a 
light battery of the National Guard in a state uf efficiency, 
it cannot be doubted that this organization has a bright fu- 
ture before it. 

The 2d Regiment, Col. W. H. Patton, had present 46 offi- 
cers and 532 men, 79 per cent. of its enrolled strength. 1t 
is organized in tweive companies, and hasa lieutenant-col- 
one! and three majors. Guard mounting and dress parade 
were held on the first evening, and although some irregu- 
larities were noticed, they were fairly well conducted. The 
first drill was ratber unsatisfactory. The different battal- 
ions were not properly organized, baviog, with one excep- 
tion, neither adjutants nor sergeant majors; the require- 
ments of the tactics were toa considerabie extent iguored 
and it is doubttul if much benefit was derived from thetwo 
hours’ work. The interest and improvement cuntinued 
during the work of the week, which consisted for the most 
part of battalion drilland company skirmish drill. Much 
interest was shown in this exercise, many intelligent ques- 
tions were asked, and it 1s believed that some benefit was 
derived from the instruction. be character of the shoot- 
ing made very evident the fact that preliminary instruction 
and gallery practice had been generally neglected. 


The inspection and review were fairly well conducted. 

The 24 Regiment Wisconsin National Guard is a fine body 
of men, commanded by intelligent officers, devoted to the 
true interests of the National Guard, and it is certain that 
they will not neglect any opportunities to keep pace with 
their comrades ip the march of improvement, 








It is believed that the National Guard of Wisconsin is to- 
day in a good state of efficiency, and tbat the work per- 
formed during these encampments, and the instruction and 
benefit derived, have been auch as to fully repay the State 
for its expenditure for this purpose. It is, however, greatly 
to be regretted that fully one-fourth of tne enlisted force 
of the Guard have, from various causes, failed to avail 
themselves of this valuable privilege. 

The staff of the Governor is composed of young men who 
bave been identified with the National Guard of the State 
for a number of years, who are thoroughly informed as to 
its needs, and zealous in the promotion of its best interests. 
The Adjutant General and the Quartermaster General have 
been in constant attendance at the encampment, and have 
given careful and unremitting attention to all the wants of 
the troops. The Surgeon General, Nicilas Senn, is eminent 
in his profession and bas a world-wide fame. He has visited 
all of the encampments, imparting much valuable instruc- 
tion. and giving close attention to the hospital arrange- 
ments and the sanitary condition of the camps. Through 
bis personal efforts an organization of the surgeons of the 
National Guard of the different States bas heen effected, 
which etves promise of much future good. The Governor 
of the State, formerly an active officer of the Guard, bas 
shown bis unflagging interest in its welfare by his personal 
inspection of every organization in the State. 

A distinguishing characteristic of the Wisconsin National 
Guard is its willingness to base its progress upon the model 
presented by the regular establishment. Its officers and 
men seek with eagerness all information as,to customs and 
pusctens in the Army, and appear to accept cheerfully all 
nconveniences and discomforts incident to field service. 

T bave been also forcibly struck by tbe widely different 
conditions of efficiency existing among the organi- 
zations of the same regiment. The conviction that the effi- 
ciency of the different companies depends almost exclus- 
ively upon the character of their captains, and that po 
system at present exists whereby a uniform condition of 
reasonable efficiency can be surely enforced is irresistible. 
This conviction leads to the belief that the future progress 
of the guard must be looked for in the direction of a uni- 
form system ot instruction, enforced by means of a more 
comprehensive organization. 

My suggestions may be summarized as follows: 

First. A complete system of instruction adapted to the 
conditions which surround the National Guard, so formu- 
lated that the companies may be required to come to the 
annual encampment in a condition approaching uniformity 
of instruction, and prepare to receive all practical benefits 
from the advanced iastruction of the encampment. 

Second. A change in the time of the annual inspections, 
= saat they may be concluded not later than the end of 

pril. 

Third. A regulation providing that no man shali attend 
the annual encampment who has pot been in service and 
received instruction for at least three months, 

Fourth, An organization with an active commander-in- 
chiet, with power to enforce a rigid system of iuspections 
and reports having reference to tne instruction, dil and 
discipline of the troops. 

Fifth. An examination previous to appointment or pro- 
motior for officers below the grade of major. 

Before concluding this report 1 desire to express my ap- 
preciation of the kindliness and courtesy with which I have 
in every instance been received in my visits to the several 
encampments. I am especially indebted to General Joseph 
B. Doe, adjutant-general, and General Otto H. Falk, 
quartermaster-general, for many thoughtful acts of kind- 
uess. The hospitality which I have received I cannot bope 
to return, and can only trust that it may add another thread 
& 4 bond which unites the Army and the National 

uard,
